He  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of 
the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to 
vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before  the 
date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  at  the  nearest 
post-office  and  at  two  other  conspicuous  places 
within  the  area  hereinbefore  described  a  notice 
signed  by  him  giving  the  date,  time,  and  place 
of  holding  the  said  meeting.  The  Returning 
Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the  said  meeting, 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause  5  he 
shall  have  power  to  determine  whether  or  not 
any  person  who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to 
do  so.

whom  the  second  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1952,  and  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  third  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1951,  but  should  there  be  nominated 
no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Trustee,  or  should  any  two  or  more  candidates 
receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall 
declare  which  of  the  candidates  are  elected 
and  which  shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the 
second,  and  the  third  succeeding  annual  gen¬ 
eral  meetings  respectively.

“  Railway  Act.” 

(Chapter  285,  R.S.B.C.  1948.) 

I,  Leslie  Harvey  Eyres,  Minister  of  Rail¬ 
ways  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
hereby  certify  that  I  have  amended  the  rules 
and  regulations,  Part  III,  made  pursuant  to 
section  289  of  the  “  Railway  Act,”  being  chap¬ 
ter  285,  R.S.B.C.  1948,  and  which  were  amended 
and  approved  by  Order  in  Council  No.  1837, 
dated  August  19th,  1949. 

Rule  17  of  Part  III,  Locomotive  Rules  and 
Regulations,  is  amended  by  striking  out  the 
whole  paragraph  (a),  and  substituting  the  fol¬ 
lowing: — 

“(a)  Fees  or  dues  shall  be  payable  yearly 
to  the  credit  of  the  Minister  of  Finance, 
through  the  Chief  Inspector,  by  the  owner  of 
every  steam  locomotive  as  follows :  At  the 
first  inspection,  except  as  provided  in  para¬ 
graph  (c),  25  cents  per  horse-power,  minimum 
charge  $10,  maximum  charge  $40,  for  each 
locomotive  boiler.

Whereas  the  Milk  Board  deems  it  necessary 
and  advisable  to  consolidate  and  make  neces¬ 
sary  revisions  to  the  provisions  of  its  Orders 
Nos.  3  and  6,  as  amended:

Definitions. 

1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Order,  unless  the

(3)  “Business  establishment”  means  any 
store  or  place  of  business  regularly  sell¬ 
ing  milk  at  retail,  and  any  licensed 
hotel,  restaurant,  or  other  place  of  busi¬ 
ness  regularly  serving  meals  or  refresh¬ 
ments  to  its  employees  or  to  the  public: 

(4)  “  Distribute  ”  means  the  act  of  process¬ 
ing,  delivering,  keeping  for  sale,  or  sell¬ 
ing  milk,  but  does  not  include  the  pro¬

(c)  “  Buttermilk  ”  means  milk  or  skim-milk 
processed  by  added  cultures  and  contain¬ 
ing  not  less  than  0.5  per  cent,  of  butter- 
fat: 

( d )  “  Skim-milk  ”  means  milk  the  butter-fat 
content  of  which  has  been  reduced  to  a 
percentage  of  not  more  than  0.5  per 
cent. : 

(e)  “Chocolate  drink”  means  a  bevei’age 
made  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
Federal  Food  and  Drug  Regulations 
governing  dairy  products  (Regulation:

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(2)  In  the  absence  of  an  analysis,  any  prod¬ 
uct  distributed  under  any  of  the  designations 
set  forth  in  subsection  (1)  hereof  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  distributed  as  purported 
and  represented  to  contain  not  less  than  the 
minimum  per  cent,  and  not  more  than  the 
maximum  per  cent,  butter-fat  established  for 
such  product. 

Labelling  of  Products. 

3.  Every  container  in  which  milk  is  distrib¬ 
uted  to  the  public  in  fluid  form  shall  be  labelled 
in  plainly  legible  characters  designating:  — 

(1)  The  name  of  the  distributer: 

(2)  The  true  contents  of  the  container. 
Where  the  designation  of  any  product 
is  other  than  that  indicated  in  section 
2  (1)  of  this  Order,  the  butter-fat  con¬ 
tent  of  the  product  must  be  shown  on 
the  label  of  the  container  in  plainly 
legible  characters. 

Compliance  with  Rate  Schedules. 

4.  (1)  No  person  in  any  area  shall  offer 
to  sell  or  sell  milk  or  tickets,  credits  or  cou¬ 
pons  within  such  area  at  any  rate  other  than 
the  rate  established  by  the  Board  in  that  area, 
and  applicable  to  such  sale;  and  no  person 
shall  give  any  discount,  rebate,  or  premium 
either  in  money  or  in  kind,  or  in  services, 
except  such  services  as  are  necessary  to  en¬ 
able  the  distributer  to  deliver  milk  to  the  pur¬ 
chaser,  or  the  purchaser  to  pay  for  same;  or 
use  or  adopt  any  method,  plan,  system,  or 
device  whereby  any  advantage  of  any  kind, 
whether  in  money,  goods,  services,  or  other¬ 
wise,  accrues  to  the  purchaser,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  or  collaterally  or  incidentally,  or 
which  has  the  effect  of  altering  the  rate  paid 
or  to  be  paid  for  milk  from  that  established 
in  the  Schedule;  and  no  person  shall  sell  or 
offer  to  sell  milk  in  combination  with  any  other 
commodity  in  a  manner  whereby  the  rate 
charged  for  milk  is  merged  in  the  combination 
rate  charged  for  other  commodities  so  sold  or 
offered  for  sale. 

(2)  (a)  No  distributer  shall  make  any  gift 
or  donation  of  milk  to  anyone. 

(6)  No  distributer  shall  make  any  donation, 
gift,  or  payment  to  any  janitor,  caretaker,  or 
owner  of  any  apartment  building  either  by 
discount,  cash,  tickets,  milk,  or  in  any  other 
manner. 

(c)  No  distributer  shall  employ  or  embark 
on  any  advertising  plan  or  scheme  which  in¬ 
volves  the  giving  or  supplying  of  any  article 
or  of  any  product  or  of  money  to  the  public 
without  the  written  approval  of  the  Board. 

(3)  No  person  shall,  in  any  way,  combine 
credits,  services,  refrigeration  of  milk  or  of 
other  products,  or  other  benefits  or  advantages 
with  the  offer  of  sale  or  the  sale  of  milk  in 
such  a  way  that  the  sale  of  milk  is  dependent 
on  or  incidental  to  such  credits,  services,  re¬ 
frigeration,  or  other  benefits  or  advantages. 

(4)  No  person  shall  sell  or  use  any  ticket, 
commonly  known  as  a  milk-ticket,  which  is 
capable  of  being  divided  and  used  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  any  lesser  quantity  than  the  total 
amount  obtainable  for  the  delivery  of  the 
whole  of  said  ticket. 

(5)  (a)  No  person  shall  distribute,  or  in¬ 
troduce  for  sale,  any  dairy  product  in  fluid 
form  which  has  not  heretofore  been  distributed 
in  an  area  or  for  which  a  rate  has  not  been 
ordered,  nor  shall  any  person  distribute  dairy 
pi’oducts  in  fluid  form  in  any  size  of  bottle  or 
paper  container  for  which  a  rate  has  not  been 
ordered  without  the  written  approval  of  the 
Board. 

( b )  No  distributer  shall  use  or  adopt  any 
type  or  size  of  container  for  milk  or  milk  prod¬ 
ucts  in  fluid  form,  or  use  or  adopt  any  type  of 
bottle-cap  or  similar  device  not  heretofore  used 
by  said  distributer  without  the  written  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Board. 


(6)  No  distributer  shall  accept  the  return 
of  any  bottled  milk  from  business  establish¬ 
ments. 

(7)  No  distributer  shall  sell  milk  at  retail 
excepting  for  cash  or  cash  equivalent,  nor  shall 
any  distributer  sell  milk-tickets  excepting  for 
cash. 

(8)  A  cash  deposit  of  five  (5)  cents  shall 
be  collected  for  each  milk-bottle  delivered  to 
any  person  when  another  milk-bottle  is  not 
available  for  exchange;  such  deposit  shall  be 
refunded  if  and  when  the  milk-bottle  is  re¬ 
turned. 

(9)  No  distributer  shall  deliver  any  dairy 
product  in  fluid  form  to  any  retail  customer, 
except  by  means  of  the  regular  delivery  vehicle 
supplying  the  area  in  which  such  retail  cus¬ 
tomer  is  located,  operated  by  regular  driver 
of  that  vehicle,  and  during  the  time  of  regular 
service  for  that  area,  and  not  more  than  one 
delivery  a  day  shall  be  given  to  any  retail 
customer,  and  no  special  delivery  service  shall 
be  provided  to  any  retail  customer. 

(10)  No  producer-distributer  shall  obtain 
milk  which  he  may  require  for  sales  in  excess 
of  the  milk  produced  by  his  own  cows,  except¬ 
ing  from  another  producer-distributer  or  a 
milk-dealer  licensed  by  the  Board  to  distribute 
milk  in  the  same  area.  Milk  so  obtained  shall 
be  bottled  ready  for  distribution. 

5.  Every  distributer  shall,  for  every  delivery 
to  business  establishments,  hospitals,  charitable 
institutions,  and  schools,  prepare  a  sales-slip 
or  invoice  in  duplicate,  and  both  distributer 
and  purchaser  shall  keep  a  true  copy  of  same, 
which  will  show  in  detail: — 

(1 )  The  date : 

(2)  The  distributer’s  name: 

(3)  Name  or  number  of  the  distributer’s 
driver : 

(4)  Name  of  purchaser  and  place  to  which 
delivery  is  made: 

(5)  The  exact  quantities  of  each  product 
delivered  and  the  rates  for  each  class 
thereof,  with  the  gross  total  actually 
involved  in  the  transaction. 

Such  sales-slips  or  invoices  shall  at  all  times 
be  available  for  inspection  by  the  Board  or  its 
authorized  representative  at  the  place  of  busi¬ 
ness  of  both  the  purchaser  and  distributer. 

Payment  for  Milk. 

6.  (1)  Payment  by  milk-dealers  to  primary 
producers  for  all  milk  supplied  in  each  area 
shall  conform  to  and  with  the  rates  contained 
in  the  Schedules  established  for  that  area. 

(2)  (a)  Payment  shall  be  made  by  milk- 
dealers  to  primary  producers  at  regular  periods, 
as  approved  by  the  Board. 

( b )  Post-dated  cheques,  promissory  notes,  or 
other  undertakings  or  documents  issued  by  a 
milk-dealer  and  not  immediately  negotiable  at 
face  value  shall  not  be  regarded  as  payment 
under  this  Order. 

Records,  Reports,  and  Returns. 

7.  (1)  Distributers  shall  keep  such  books, 
records,  and  accounts  as  will  afford  an  intelli¬ 
gent  understanding  of  the  conduct  of  their 
business. 

(2)  Such  books,  records,  and  accounts  shall 
at  all  times  be  available  for  inspection  by  the 
Board  or  by  an  officer  or  inspector  of  the 
Board,  or  such  other  person  as  may  be  author¬ 
ized  by  the  Board  to  make  an  inquiry  or  report. 

8.  Every  milk-dealer  and  producer-distrib¬ 
uter  shall,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each 
month,  furnish  the  Board  with  a  true  and 
detailed  report  of  operations  during  the  month 
immediately  preceding;  such  report  to  be  in 
such  form  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time 
pi’escribe. 
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Licences  and  Licence  Fees. 

9.  No  person  shall  carry  on  a  business  as 
a  distributer  within  any  area  now  prescribed 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  as  an 
area  in  an  Order  of  the  Board  until  he  has 
secured  a  licence  appropriate  to  the  nature 
of  the  business  to  be  carried  on  by  him  within 
the  classifications  hereinafter  set  forth. 

10.  Applications  for  the  appropriate  licence 
shall  be  made  by  the  distributer  to  the  Board 
on  the  form  prescribed  by  it,  and  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  fee  prescribed  in  section 
18  (1)  of  this  Order,  and  the  Board  shall 
thereupon,  if  satisfied  that  all  provisions  of 
the  “  Public  Utilities  Act  ”  and  Orders  and 
Regulations  of  the  Board  have  been  complied 
with,  issue  to  such  applicant  a  licence  to  carry 
on  business  in  the  appropriate  classification 
hereinafter  set  forth. 

11.  Licences  issued  to  distributers  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Order  shall  be  classi¬ 
fied  as  follows: — 

(1)  “Class  I”:  Licences  issued  under  this 
classification  shall  be  deemed  to  apply 
to  those  distributers  defined  as  “  milk- 
dealers  ” : 

(2)  “  Class  II  Licences  issued  under  this 
classification  shall  be  deemed  to  apply 
to  those  distributers  defined  as  “  milk- 
jobbers  ” : 

(3)  “Class  III”:  Licences  issued  under  this 
classification  shall  be  deemed  to  apply 
to  those  distributers  defined  as  “  pro¬ 
ducer-distributers  ”: 

(4)  “  Class  IV  ”:  Licences  issued  under  this 
classification  shall  be  deemed  to  apply 
to  those  distributers  defined  as  “  pri¬ 
mary  producers.” 

12.  Class  I,  Class  II,  and  Class  III  licences 
shall  confer  upon  the  licensee  the  right  to 
operate  for  the  purpose  of  distributing  milk 
only  that  number  of  vehicles  which  appears 
on  his  licence,  and  no  additional  vehicles  shall 
be  operated  by  said  licensee  without  the  writ¬ 
ten  approval  of  the  Board. 

13.  (a)  Class  IV  licence  shall  confer  upon 
the  licensee  the  right  to  sell  or  supply  milk 
only  to  the  milk-dealer,  or  co-operative,  asso¬ 
ciation,  or  agency  named  on  the  licence  issued. 

(b)  Application  by  a  primary  producer  for 
permission  to  transfer  his  shipments  of  milk 
from  one  milk-dealer  to  another  shall  be  made 
to  the  Board,  on  the  form  prescribed  by  it, 
at  least  seven  (7)  days  before  the  transfer 
date  applied  for. 

14.  Every  licence  issued  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Order  is  subject  to  cancel¬ 
lation  or  suspension  at  any  time  for  failure 
of  the  licensee  to  comply  with  regulations  or 
Orders  of  the  Board,  or  for  any  other  l’eason 
deemed  sufficient  by  the  Board. 

15.  Every  licence  issued  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Order  shall  be  for  a  period 
of  twelve  (12)  months  or  portion  thereof  end¬ 
ing  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  and,  un¬ 
less  sooner  cancelled  or  suspended  by  the 
Board,  shall  expire  at  midnight  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  March  of  the  period  in  respect  of 
which  it  is  issued. 

16.  (1)  Every  applicant  for  a  licence  under 
this  Order  shall,  before  the  issuance  thereof, 
satisfy  the  Board  that  he  has  obtained  the 
necessary  licence,  permit,  certificate  of  regis¬ 
tration,  or  authorization  from  the  authority 
having  jurisdiction  in  the  locality  permitting 
him  to  carry  on  business  as  a  distributer  under 
the  appropriate  classification. 

(2)  Every  applicant  for  a  Class  I  licence 
shall  also  satisfy  the  Board  that  he  is  the 
holder  of  a  current  creamery  or  dairy  licence 
issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Creameries  and  Dairies  Regulation  Act.” 

(3)  Every  applicant  for  a  Class  TII  licence, 
who  pasteurizes  his  milk  before  distribution 
thereof,  shall  also  satisfy  the  Board  that  he 


is  the  holder  of  a  current  creamery  or  dairy 
licence  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of^the 
“  Creameries  and  Dairies  Regulation  Act. 

(4)  Every  applicant  for  a  Class  III  licence, 
who  distributes  milk  without  previous  pasteur¬ 
ization  thereof,  shall  also  satisfy  the  Board 
that  he  has  obtained  a  certificate  showing  that 
his  dairy-farm  is  classed  as  Grade  A  under  the 
“  Milk  Act.” 

17.  Every  licence  issued  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Order  shall  be  limited  to  the 
area  in  respect  to  which  it  is  issued. 

18.  Fees  for  licences  issued  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Order  shall  be: — 

(1)  Upon  issuance  of  any  class  ot  licence, 
the  sum  of  one  (1)  dollar. 

(2)  In  addition  to  the  fee  prescribed  in  (1) 
above,  the  respective  classes  of  distrib¬ 
uters  shall  pay  licence  fees  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  basis: — 

(a)  Class  /.— ( i)  At  the  rate  of  one- 
half  (%)  cent  on  every  hundred  (100) 
pounds  of  whole  milk  purchased  or 
otherwise  acquired  from  a  primary  pro¬ 
ducer  : 

(ii)  At  the  rate  of  one-eighth  (%)  of 
a  cent  on  every  pound  of  butter-fat  pur¬ 
chased  or  otherwise  acquired  from  a 
primary  producer  in  the  form  of  cream 
for  use  in  the  fluid  trade: 

(iii)  At  the  rate  of  one  (1)  cent  a 
hundred  (100)  pounds  for  every  hun¬ 
dred  (100)  pounds  of  any  milk  recon¬ 
stituted  for  use  in  the  fluid  trade.  The 
volume  of  any  milk  reconstituted  for  use 
in  the  fluid  trade  shall  be  duly  recorded 
in  the  milk-dealer’s  monthly  report  to 
the  Board. 

( b )  Class  II. — At  the  rate  of  five  (5) 
dollars  per  annum  for  each  vehicle  used 
for  the  distribution  of  milk. 

(c)  Class  III. — At  the  rate  of  one  (1) 
cent  for  every  hundred  (100)  pounds  of 
milk  sold  to  the  public;  the  aforemen¬ 
tioned  one  (1)  cent  being  one-half  (%) 
cent  for  every  hundred  (100)  pounds 
produced  and  one-half  ( Y2 )  cent  for 
every  hundred  (100)  pounds  sold  to  the 
public. 

For  the  purposes  of  computing  fees  to 
be  paid  on  all  whole  milk  and  (or) 
cream  sold  by  producer-distributers,  the 
following  milk  poundages  shall  be 


deemed  to  be  equivalent: —

1  quart  whole  milk  _  2.58 

1  quart  9%  or  substandard 

cream  _  7.50 

1  quart  18%  or  table  cream  ..  15.00 

1  quart  32%  or  whipping 

cream  _ 22.50 


( d )  Class  IV. —  (i)  At  the  rate  of 
one-half  ( V2 )  cent  on  every  hundred 
(100)  pounds  of  whole  milk  sold  or 
assigned  to  a  milk-dealer: 

(ii)  At  the  rate  of  one-eighth  (%) 
of  a  cent  on  every  pound  of  butter-fat 
sold  or  assigned  to  a  milk-dealer  in  the 
form  of  cream  for  use  in  the  fluid  trade. 

19.  Payment  of  fees  for  renewal  of  Class  IV 
licences  shall  be  made  to  the  Board  as  fol¬ 
lows  : — 

(1)  On  the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year, 
all  milk-dealers  shall  supply  to  the 
Board  a  list  of  the  names  and  post-office 
addresses  of  all  primary  producers  who 
supplied  them  with  milk  on  that  date, 
and  shall  remit  to  the  Board  the  sum  of 
one  (1)  dollar  on  behalf  of  each  such 
primary  producer.  The  one  (1)  dollar 
so  remitted  for  each  primary  producer 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  next  ensuing 
payment  for  milk  received  from  such 
primary  pi’oducer: 
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(2)  On  the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year, 
all  co-operatives,  associations,  or  agencies 
shall  supply  to  the  Board  a  list  of  the 
names  and  post-office  addresses  of  all 
their  members  who  shipped  milk  to  them 
on  that  date,  and  shall  remit  to  the 
Board  the  sum  of  one  (1)  dollar  on 
behalf  of  each  such  member.  The  one 
(1)  dollar  so  remitted  for  each  member 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  next  ensuing 
settlement  for  milk  received  from  such 
member. 

20.  Payment  of  licence  fees  prescribed  in 
section  18  (2)  of  this  Order  shall  be  made  to 
the  Board  as  follows: — 

(1)  Each  milk-dealer  shall,  before  making 
payment  to  primary  producers  for  milk 
and  (or)  cream  received  during  each 
pay  period,  deduct  from  the  total  amount 
payable  to  each  primary  producer  one- 
half  {Vz)  cent  for  every  hundred  (100) 
pounds  of  whole  milk,  and  (or)  one- 
eighth  ( % )  of  a  cent  for  every  pound 
of  butter-fat  in  the  form  of  cream  for 
use  in  the  fluid  trade,  received  from 
such  primary  producer,  and  shall,  not 
later  than  the  tenth  day  of  each  month, 
remit  to  the  Board  all  moneys  so  de¬ 
ducted  from  payments  to  primary  pro¬ 
ducers  in  respect  to  licence  fees  during 
the  preceding  month,  together  with  the 
licence  fees  of  such  milk-dealer  for  the 
same  month : 

(2)  Each  producer-distributer  shall,  not 
later  than  the  tenth  day  of  each  month, 
remit  to  the  Board  his  licence  fees  for 
milk  sold  to  the  public  during  the  pre¬ 
ceding  month : 


(3)  Each  milk-jobber  shall,  not  later  than 
the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year,  remit 
to  the  Board  five  (5)  dollars  for  each 
vehicle  used  by  him  for  the  sale  or 
delivery  of  milk  to  the  public. 

21.  Licences  issued  pursuant  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  Order  shall  not  be  transferred 
without  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

22.  All  milk-dealers,  milk-jobbers,  and  pro¬ 
ducer-distributers  licensed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Order  shall  have  the  name  under  which 
their  business  is  conducted  in  plainly  legible 
characters  on  all  vehicles  used  by  them  for 
the  distribution  of  milk  to  the  public. 

23.  Orders  Nos.  3,  6,  24,  and  25  are  hereby 
rescinded,  and  this  Order  and  any  direction  or 
instruction  issued  in  pursuance  thereof  shall 
have  effect  in  any  area  prescribed  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  prescribed  in  an  Order  of 
the  Board  and  shall  be  effective  on  and  after 
the  1st  day  of  April,  1950.
